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Chain  reaction,  as  a  physical  fact,  is  a  manner  by  which  few  physico-chemical 
substances  may  combine  themselves  into  devastating  destruction.  Chain  reaction,  as  a 
communicational  fact,  is  a  manner  by*  which  human  beings  may  relate  to  one  another 
toward  more  positive,  humanistic  ends.  Assuming  that  subscriptions  to  KPFA  consti- 
tutes approval  of  the  station's  programming  policy— listener-supported  programs  to 
meet  demands  unmet  by  other  channels  of  broadcasting  —  those  4172  KPFA  subscribers 
are  potentially  the  primary  links  in  a  communicational  chain  reaction  in  support  of 
the  station's  continued  operation. 

As  part  of  its  communicational  policy,  the  station  can  devote  every  minute  of  "in- 
between"  program  time  toward  the  goal  of  encouraging  more  subscriptions.  Appeals, 
such  as  this  article,  can  be  incorporated  into  the  Folio.  Program  participants  can  be 
asked  to  appeal  for  KPFA  support  to  their  specific  audiences  within  the  contexts  of 
their  programs.  However,  in  some  repects  these  appeals  are  redundant  and  consequently 
ineffective.  The  subscriber  already  knows  the  station  needs  support.  The  casual  listener 
receives  only  a  partial  idea  of  what  KPFA  is  and  what  it  offers.  Indeed,  many  a  casual 
listener  learns  promptly  to  avoid  KPFA  programs,  since  without  a  program  folio,  he 
cannot  avoid  programs  too  specialized  for  his  tastes  and  interests;  thus  he  comes  to 
think  of  the  station's  programs  as  "boring".  Finally,  there  is  the  paradox  of  the  "non- 
commercial" radio-station  which  devotes  too  much  time  and  space  to  the  commercializa- 
tion of  itself,  thereby  alienating  the  affections  of  the  innocent  listener  whose  main 
interest  is  KPFA's  programs. 

KPFA  can  only  partially  sell  itself.  Its  subscribers  are  its  real  salesmen.  The  sub- 
scriber can  "chain-react"  his  friends  and  neighbors  into  an  awareness  and  interest  in 
KPFA.  He  can  reach  outside  the  boundaries  of  air  promotion  plugs,  Folio  appeals,  and 
Report  to  the  Listener  programs.  He  is  the  station's  primary  link  with  the  outside 
world  and  with  each  new  listener  he  interests  in  KPFA,  the  future  of  the  station  be- 
comes more  secure.
